9500 Decisions In 


Japan Crusade 


TOKYO (BP)—An estimated 
total of 9,500 decisions were 
reported during the Baptist 
New Life Movement in cam- 
paigns throughout Japan at 
the close of the third phase of 
the crusade. 

A total of 3,024 decisions 
were made in 20 city-wide re- 
vivals held by ‘‘team B"’ evan- 
gelists, laymen and musicians. 
Earlier ‘‘team A’’ revivals and 
five big area-wide crusades re- 
sulted in 6,500 decisions. 

Unofficial reports from _ re- 
lated Asian New Life Movement 
Crusades in the Philippines set 
the total number of decisions 
there at 5,000, said Newman Mc- 
Larry, associate in the Southern 
Baptist Home Mission -Board 
division of evangelism who 
preached in the Philippines. 

A similar crusade in Okinawa 
resulted in 1,108 decisioris, re- 
ported R. M. Cheek, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church of Bay- 
town, Tex., who is one of the 
evangelists in Okinawa.

All recommendations from 
the Exetutive Committee are 
presented for convention ap- 
proval. They will be acted on 
when the Executive Committee 
gives its report on Wednesday 
morning, May 8, according to 
Porter Routh, Nashville, its 
executive secretary. 

The Executive Committee 
has concurred in the proposed 
withdrawal of a request to seat 
- @8 messengers members of 
-. Baptist. churches in Western 
Canada. It asks the convention 
to agree to the withdrawal. 

Nolan M. Kennedy of Amaril- 
_-lo, Tex., who offered the pro- 
posed amendment to seat Can- 
adian messengers, initiated the 
withdrawal request. 

The 1964 budget, through the 
Cooperative Program, offered 
the convention for adoption at 
Kansas City totals $19,248,500. 
This includes $14,626,500 for 
operating budgets of all agen- 
cies (except the Sunday School 
Board which is not supported 
through the Cooperative Pro- 
gram). 

Should Allow For Advance 

Another $3,372,000 would be 
used by 11 agencies as capital 
funds, which are paid in full 
only after all operating funds 
have been assured. It would 
take another $1,250,000, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee will report, 
to complete unmet capital 
needs in the 1963 SBC budget. 

Routh said the budget fig- 
ure, lower by about $% million 
than ‘the 1963 Convention’ bew 
get, should allow for an ad- 
vance section in which only the 
two SBC mission boards share. 

Failure to reach the full op- 
erating and capital needs bud- 
gets for several years has 
stalled the advance program 
in which foreign missions get 
75 per cent and home missions 
25 per cent of all receipts 
above the approved budget for 
the year. 

The Colorado Baptist Gen- 
eral Convention and the Bap- 
tist General Convention of Ore- 
gon-Washington would be rec- 
ognized for their cooperating 
churches having passed the 
25,000 combined membership 
figure.

He presented the blood 
of the sacrifice before the Fath- 
er (Heb. 9:12, 24). He prayed 
the Father to send the Holy 
Spirit upon His people (John 
14:16). Through the Holy Spirit 
He endowed with spirit- 
ual gifts those who should serve 
Him (Eph. 4:8ff.; cf. I Cor. 
12:1ff.). In heaven ‘‘He ever 
liveth to make intercession’ 
for His own (Heb. 7:25). Thus 
“‘we have an advocate with the 
Father (pros ton patera, face 
to face with the Father), “Jesus 
Christ the righteous’ (I John 
2:1). The word ‘advocate”’ 
means one who pleads the 
cause of another, especially for 
the defense. This does not 
mean that God prays to God. 
Rather it suggests that - His 
sacrifice for our sins is ever 
before the Father as evidence 
of the atonement (cf. I John 
2:2). 

In heaven Jesus is concern- 
ed for His people on _ earth. 
When He entered heaven He 
“sat down.”’ The first time 
thereafter when one saw Him 
He was ‘‘standing on the right 
hand of God" (Acts 7:55). This 
suggests His concern for Steph- 
en. He is identified with us in 
our suffering for Him (Acts 9: 
45). When He returned to 
heaven He carried His human- 
divine nature with Him. He is 
still ‘‘the Son of man” (Acts 
7:56; Rev. 1:13). In His glor- 
ified body He still bears the 
evidence of His sacrifice (Rev.

Psalms Of Personal 


By Clifton J. Allen 
Psalms 23; 46 

Many of the psalms express 

and 







reading the 

psalms one 

hears the wit- 

ness of a per- 

son who has 

traveled the 

whole gamut 

of life and has 

found peace and security in 

the presence and care of the 

Lord. We are to study two of 

these psalms of personal trust. 

Psalm 23—most loved of all 

the psalms—is unrivaled for 

simplicity, beauty, sublimity, 

and conscious reality. It speaks |. 
to the young and the old, to 
persons in distress and peril, 
and to the probing search of 
honest minds. Psalm 46 speaks 
to the troubled spirit. It may 
reflect some terrible crisis in 
the life of Israel. The writer 
declares that God is a mighty 
fortress. He. therefore is. our 
source of security in the perils 
of life. 

In an age like ours—with nu- 
clear weapons and a thousand 
hazards—the search for secur- 
ity seems mockingly absurd. 
And yet everybody wants se- 
curity, whether bomb shelters 
or retirement income. The se- 
curity of faith is wholly dif- 
ferent. One can be secure but 
not safe. One can have peace 
without prosperity. 

The Lesson Explained 
TRUST IN GOD'S CARE 
(23:1-3) ‘ 

This psalm, universally at- 
tributed to David, reflects the 
shepherd’s experience his 
care of the sheep and their 
dependence and well-being in 
his care. God is very personal. 
One can say ‘‘my shepherd.” 
Our relationship with God is 
always personal. Since he is 
our shepherd, there can be no 
want. His care is all-inclusive, 
all that can be desired. The 
writer now uses figures which 
apply to sheep. Green pas- 
tures mean abundance of desir- 
able food; still waters mean 
that thirst is quenched.

TRUST IN GOD’S 
PROVIDENCES (23:4-6) 

God’s providential dealings 
with us may require that life’s 
journey be through ‘‘the valley 
of the shadow of death.”’ This 
does not necessarily mean the 
end of life or the experience of 
death. It is the place of gloomy 
darkness w peril is great, 
where the difficulties seem in- 
surmountable, where foes com- 
bine against us, where death 
may seem almost imminent be- 
cause of hazard and trial. Even 
though life has such experi- 
ences, this is no reason to be 
afraid. The psalmist declares, 
“Thou art with me; thy rod 
and thy staff they comfort 
me."’ Life can be fearless in 
danger and serene in difficul- 
ty if we learn to recognize the 
presence of tie Lord. 

The last two verses of the 
psalm describe God as a gra- 
cious host. The psalmist. thinks 
of himself as an honored guest 
at a great feast which he en- 
joys, even in the presence of 
his enemies. The anointing 
with oil and the overflowing 
cup suggest delight and joy 
which the host provides ‘lav- 
ishly to fill the heart of his 
guest with. every conceivable 
happiness. One can look into 
the future with confidence.

God, 
like a river in the midst of 
people to give help to those in 
distress. The situation may de- 
scribe the deliverance of Jer- 
usalem from the army of Sen- 
nacherib. The pagan people of 
Assyria raged, taunted the peo- 
ple of God, and denied the pow- 
er of God to help. Neverthe- 
less, God intervened, and the 
mighty army of Sennacherib 
was destroyed. God is always 
the security of his people. He 
has only to speak the word, and 
the enemies of righteousness 
are either defeated or destroy- 
ed. God may not choose to 
keep us safe; but God’s people 
are eternally secure in his 
grace and purpose, and God's 
cause will ultimately prevail.

The psalms are good for the 
soul.—Who can imagine the 
spiritual impact ‘of the twen- 
ty-third Psalm upon millions 
of persons? Children have 
memorized it and learned 
something about God's good- 
ness from it. Young people 
away from home—in the uni- 
versity or business office or mil- 
itary service—have found in- 
spiration and help in perplex- 
ing situations. Men dying on 
bloody battlefields or in crowd- 
ed hospitals have remembered 
the words of this psalm, re- 
newed their faith in Christ, and 
faced death unafraid. Persons 
in desperate illness as well as 
aged men and women facing 
the sunset have had hope re- 
vived by reading the psalm.

Cutting A Figure At Religion 


Motive is of maximum im- 
portance in detemining the 
validity of religious practice. 
This does not mean that a good 
motive makes a bad practice 
into a good one. But it does 
mean that it is bad to do good 
when the motive is wrong: the 
result is nothing short of sacri- 
lege. : 
Jesus elaborated this princi- 
ple in the sermon on the mount 
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motivated by a desire for 
praise. They were ‘‘playing to 
the galleries.’’
